Didsbury schools receive millions in 
initial funding for building upgrades

Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion announced last week that 
a large amount of money is in 
place for upgrades on two lo¬ 
cal schools. 

Didsbury High School and 
Ross Ford Elementary have re¬ 
ceived 90 per cent of an initial 
assessment that was done in 
December, 1999. 

Didsbury High School will 
receive $2.8 million of an ini¬ 
tial $3.1 million and Ross Ford 
will receive $1.8 million of $2 
million. 

The audit was done by the 


province on all Alberta schools 
to rank priorities among the 
buildings. 

While Chinook’s Edge offi¬ 
cials are happy that funding 
has come through for the 
project’s those dollars are only 
enough to upgrade items like 
heating and the structure. 

The board is hoping that 
more funds are put towards the 
projects so that major renova¬ 
tions can be done. 

In the case of the high 
school, the Chinook's Edge 
board hopes that improvements 
could be made to create an ap¬ 
propriate gymnasium and make 


other structural improvements 
to the school. 

The estimated dollars the 
division would need to finish all 
of the work deemed to be need 
for the school hovers around 
the $5 million mark. Ross 
Ford's hopeful improvements 
include changes to the entrance 
and administration to achieve 
better security. 

Last year, the school board 
received $100,000 for each 
school to do an assessment of 
what could be done in each case. 
The plans for the schools are 
back before the School Advi¬ 
sory Board, which recommends 


projects to the province, and the 
school board expects to hear af¬ 
ter the Advisory’s next meeting 
whether additional funds will 
be granted or not. 

If the projects are given the 
go ahead, Board Chair Roy 
Brassard said the projects could 
start as early as the summer. 

Didsbury High School prin¬ 
cipal Steve Thompson is opti¬ 
mistic about the possibility of 
more funding for schools. 

"At this point we are hope¬ 
fully anticipating significant 
funding so we can make those 
changes," he said after last 
week’s regular board meeting. 


Man dies at 
Shell 
Canada 
lease site 

The body of a 34-year-old 
male was found by Shell employ¬ 
ees after investigating a hydro¬ 
gen-sulfide alarm at one of their 
lease sites approximately 30 
kilometres north of Sundre. 

On April 10, at approxi¬ 
mately 6:30 p.m., employees of 
Shell Canada arrived at and 
entered the secured heater 
building and discovered a mo¬ 
tionless body laying on the floor. 

A rescue was initiated and 
the body was removed. The in¬ 
dividual was pronounced dead 
at the scene. Shell employees 
immediately contacted emer¬ 
gency services. 

According to a police inves¬ 
tigation, the deceased drove him¬ 
self to the location and parked 
his vehicle approximately 350 
yards South of the lease site. 
The deceased gathered his tools 
and walked to the site. He wan¬ 
dered around the site and sub¬ 
sequently gained entry to the 
heater building by forcing open 
one of the locked doors. 

Once inside, the deceased 
tampered with a valve and 
opened it causing an immediate 
high pressure hydrogen sulfide 
gas release. 

Foul play is not suspected. 
The RCMP and Shell Canada 
are continuing to investigate.

Failure of unity talks pleases NIP Thompson

Wild Rose MP Myron 
Thompson says he is happy 
unity talks between the Cana¬ 
dian Alliance and the Progres¬ 
sive Conservatives have failed. 

Over the past months 
Thompson has repeatedly said 
he would not support a merger 
of the two right-wing parties. 

"As Stephen (Harper, Alliance 
leader) said, we are here to stay 
and we are moving ahead, with 
or without the Tories. We will 
leave them behind if they are 
not interested in working to¬ 
gether," said Thompson. 

Wild Rose Progressive Con¬ 
servative Association president 
Truper McBride said Harper 
purposely sabotaged the meet¬ 
ing in hopes of harming the To¬ 
ries. 

During a meeting last Tues¬ 
day, Harper and Tory leader Joe 


Clark exchanged proposals re¬ 
garding unity issues. 

Clark said he proposed the 
parties cooperate during ques¬ 
tion period in Parliament, while 
at the same time retaining their 
"independent identity". Harper 
rejected those proposals, said 
Clark. 

"My conclusion is that Mr. 
Harper thinks he has enough 
wind in his sails that he can do 
this on his own," said Clark. 

For his part, Harper offered 
Clark the chance to form a "full 
coalition" in Parliament along 
the lines of the now defunct PC- 
DRC coalition. (The DRC was 
a collection of eight rebel Alli¬ 
ance MPs who formed a coali¬ 
tion with the Tories last sum¬ 
mer. Most of the dissidents 
have now returned to Alliance 
fold). 

"There is no point in pursu¬ 
ing the process without an ul¬ 


timate commitment in achiev¬ 
ing unity or a full slate of can¬ 
didates in the next election," 
said Harper. 

Thompson said he was 
"pleased with the result” of last 
week's conference between 
Clark and Harper. 

"It was an excellent meeting," 
said Thompson. "I thought it 
was ironic that Joe Clark would 
refuse to accept the proposal 
that was exactly what he of¬ 
fered the DRC. He wasn't inter¬ 
ested at all. The good plan that 
he developed with the DRC 
wasn't good enough in regards 
to the Alliance. It's ironic that 
it was so good in one situation 
but not so good in the other. 

"The two leaders did meet 
and there was a proposal from 
one side and a proposal from 
the other side, and neither were 
acceptable so we are on the 
move. We have the momentum

behind us, the dissidents will 
be returning to the caucus." 

Truper McBride said Harper 
was trying to bring the Tories 
into a "shot gun marriage" with 
the Alliance. 

"Mr. Harper went into the 
meeting with terms he knew 
Mr. Clark would not accept and 
that my party would not accept 
as it would make us a junior 
partner to the Canadian Alli¬ 
ance," said McBride. "He had no 
good intentions towards coop¬ 
eration at all, he was simply 
trying to hurt my party which 
I certainly believe has not hap¬ 
pened. 

"As I've said before shot gun 
marriages don't work and that 
is why we need to take small 
steps at first as Mr. Clark sug¬ 
gested. I am truly not surprised 
that the meeting did not go 
well." 

"We are an inclusive party 
and we believe in bridge build¬ 
ing. It's too bad the Alliance 
doesn't see the brick wall they 


are racing towards.” 

Did last week's Clark-Harper 
meeting mark the end of unity 
talks between the parties? 
Thompson was asked. 

"Oh, I think so, at least for 
quite a while," said Thompson. 
"There will probably always be 
discussions going on as to what 
they can do, but its going to 
involve more grassroots people 
which I said in the beginning 
is where any kind of agree¬ 
ments that could be made 
should be made. Instead of top 
down it should be bottom up." 

Meanwhile, Thompson said 
he voted against allowing the 
Alliance DRC dissidents to re¬ 
turn to party caucus, but he 
was outvoted by those in sup¬ 
port of reinstating the rebels. 

"We put up our debate and 
our arguments, the pros and 
cons, and when it came to a 
vote I lost the vote. So they will 
be coming back. Being the 
democrat that I am I respect the 
will of the majority."

Didsbury RCMP are mak¬ 
ing an effort to get the word 
out that new safety patrol pro¬ 
cedures will be put in place in 
Didsbury and the rest of the 
province. 

Shortly after the Alberta 
Motor Association made 
changes to the AMA School 
Safety Patrol, the local RCMP 
detachment issued a press re¬ 
lease which outlined the 
changes. 

Previously, school safety 
patrollers stepped into the 
crosswalk area and turned to 
face oncoming traffic. The 
procedure has been revised. 

Under the new procedure, 
school patrollers will stay on 
the curb and hold stop signs 
for drivers, to alert traffic 
that children will be crossing. 
Children will be allowed to 
cross only when there is a 
long, safe gap in traffic or af¬ 
ter traffic comes to a complete 
stop. 

This technique has been

widely and successfully used 
in other provinces, and is a 
safer procedure for school pa¬ 
trollers. 

Patrol Teacher Supervisors 
and Patrollers will receive 
training in the new School 
Safety Patrol procedures be¬ 
fore they are implemented. 
The AMA is asking the pub¬ 
lic to remain aware of the 
upcoming procedural 

changes, and of children at 
crosswalks. 

An information campaign 
is being planned before the 


changes are launched. 

RCMP Staff Sergeant Ron 
Platz said there has never 
been an incident in Didsbury 
under the old guidelines but 
is in favour of the new rules. 

"We have never had a prob¬ 
lem before but I see this as 
only making it safer for the 
kids," said Platz. 

He added that drivers 
sometimes get into habits and 
that the detachment felt it 
was important to make the 
local public aware of the 
upcoming changes.

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RCMP will 
educate 
public about 
bike helmet 
laws

Effective May 1, bicycle hel¬ 
mets will be mandatory for all 
cyclists under the age of 18 in 
Alberta. 

"No helmet. No bike. It’s the 
law.” This is the slogan the prov¬ 
ince is using to promote the new 
mandatory bike helmet law. 

"It’s obviously a good thing 
and the whole idea behind it is 
to prevent injuries," says Olds 
Sp. Cst. Mike Miller. 

Bicycle injuries are the lead¬ 
ing cause of injuries due to sport 
and recreational activities in 
Alberta. More than 6,000 
Albertans are injured every year 
in bike related incidents. 

Bike helmets are proven to 
reduce the risk of suffering a 
bike related upper and mid fa¬ 
cial injury by 65 per cent and 
brain injury by 88 per cent, ac¬ 
cording to information provided 
by Alberta Transportation. 

Since 1999, Olds Hospital 
and Care Centre (OHCC) has 
seen a yearly increase in the 
number of bicycle related inju¬ 
ries coming to the emergency 
room. For the 1999-2000 fiscal 
year (April 1 - March 31), there 
were 36 bicycle related visits. 
The next year that number be¬ 
came 37 and last year 44 visits 
were bicycle related. 

Joyce Wicks, nursing leader 
at OHCC, hopes the new law 
will lead to a decline in the seri¬ 
ousness of the injuries coming 
into emergency. Especially head 
injuries. 

Over the next few weeks 
RCMP will be working to edu¬ 
cate people as much as possi¬ 
ble. Miller says he will more 
than likely be going to schools 
to talk directly with kids about 
the importance of wearing a 
bike helmet. A newsletter to 
parents may also be circulated. 

Didsbury RCMP have simi¬ 
lar plans. Sgt. Ron Platz says 
that while nothing has been 
planned yet, anyone interested 
in a special presentation about 
bicycle safety has only to call, 
whether it's a school, club or 
whatever. 

"I'm a big supporter of every¬ 
body wearing helmets at all 
times," says Platz. He adds, it's 
good to hear that a law is fi¬ 
nally in place, however, he feels 
it should have been instituted 
long ago. 

In Sundre the feeling is much 
the same. 

"Anything to do with safety 
for kids we support 100 per 
cent," says Cst. Leanne Colvine. 

The fine for breaking the law 
is $50 plus $7 victim surcharge. 
The surcharge goes into a fund 
which victims' services groups 
can apply to. Cyclists under 16 
will have the fine charged to 
their parents or guardians. Six¬ 
teen and 17-year olds will be 
charged directly. 



PROVINCIAL BUDGET 2002 

Community Lottery Board unlikely to 
return, says MLA Richard Marz

MLA Richard Marz said Fri¬ 
day last week that he does not 
expect to see Lottery Boards 
to return because of public 
pressure. 

When the Alberta budget 
was released just over two 
weeks ago, Community Lot¬ 
tery Boards were not going to 
be funded. There was some 
public pressure and even 
speculation that the govern¬ 
ment may go back on its deci¬ 
sion, but Marz doesn't believe 
that will be the case. 

"We are only 12 days into 
our budget," said Marz, add¬ 
ing that it would be too soon 
to make rash changes to the 
budget. "I think the premier 
was quite clear when he said 
he didn't think they would be 
coming back.” 

Marz said the gaming min¬ 
ister will be looking at other 
avenues to see if some pro¬ 
grams could be helped in other 
ways. 

Marz said that since the 
budget was released the price 
of oil has fluctuated by more 
than a dollar per barrel. 

He cautioned against too 
much spending at a time when 
certain factors in the world 
could impact Alberta finan¬ 
cially. 

He pointed to the mid-east 
conflict and the possibility of

the Kyoto agreement being 
signed as possible factors that 
could be detrimental to the 
world economy. 

"(They) could have a quick 
affect on future Alberta budg¬ 
ets," said Marz. "I certainly 
wouldn’t be comfortable (re¬ 
instating lottery boards) 
when there are too many un¬ 
knowns out there. 

"I don't want to get into a 
situation where we can't meet 
the commitments that we have 
made," said Marz, listing doc¬ 
tor and nurses salaries as ex¬ 
amples. 

Marz said that before he 
ran for a provincial seat his 
position about Community 
Lottery Boards was that the 
provincial government "didn't 
need to think of new and in¬ 
novative ways of spending 
money” when the province 
was in a debt-situation. 

"I still think getting out of 
debt is a high priority," said 


Marz. "With such instability 
in the world we should be a 
little nervous about increased 
spending." 

When asked about his po¬ 
sition on Community Lottery 
Boards during the VLT debate 
and whether they were imple¬ 
mented then to show the pub¬ 
lic money was going back to 
the communities, Marz said 
he felt that was one of the rea¬ 
sons they were established at 
that time. 

But he was also quick to 
point out that just because 
there no-longer are Commu¬ 
nity Lottery Boards, doesn't 
mean lottery money isn't still 
going back to the community. 

He said the Carstairs 
Arena, Olds Swimming Pool 
and Didsbury's Complex were 
all built with the help of lot¬ 
tery dollars. 

Gaming Minister Ron 
Stevens today confirmed his 
ministry will be reviewing the 


granting guidelines of the lot¬ 
tery funded programs and 
foundations to see how 
groups affected by the elimi¬ 
nation of the Community Lot¬ 
tery Board (CLB) program 
can be accommodated. 

The Minister also reminded 
Albertans that when they pur¬ 
chase a lottery ticket or play 
a VLT or slot machine, the 
revenues from these games 
will continue to be placed into 
the Alberta Lottery Fund, and 
will be used for various chari¬ 
table, non-profit, public and 
community-based initiatives. 

“The CLB program cer¬ 
tainly did good work in its 
four years of existence, and I 
appreciate the dedication of 
the board members and vol¬ 
unteers,” said Stevens. 

“However, what needs to be 
emphasized now is that each 
and every lottery dollar will 
still be hard at work improv¬ 
ing our communities.”

I read an interesting letter in 
the Calgary Herald last week 
^ » about teachers withdrawing vol- 

unteer services. The jist of the 
’ argument was that teachers vol- 

unteered their time in the past 
with their only motive being the 
the 

school. 

The letter went on to say that 
because services were being used 
as a bargaining chip for a work- 
to-rule campaign, perhaps the 
volunteerism was done for other 
reasons - like obtaining a payraise. 

For the record teachers are not forced by unions to with¬ 
draw services - it is a decision they make on their own. 

The issue of withdrawn volunteerism should not enter into 
the public argument about the teachers contracts. 

First, teachers should not use volunteerism as a bargaining 
chip. If a teacher loves to coach a basketball team or feels they 
can make a difference by mentoring students of a year book 
committee, they may get a lot out of volunteering. But sud¬ 
denly taking away services from students because of something 
as personal as pay raises is wrong. The suffering of the stu¬ 
dents in unjustified. 

At the same time, teachers do not owe these hours of extra 
time and they should not be expected to donate extra hours if 
they don’t want to. Rather than be upset about the lack of help 
for a grad committee or a extra hours drama club, parents and 
other community members are welcome to volunteer at a school. 
Many of the coaches who brought me through the high school 
sports ranks were community members. 

Volunteering is an act of giving. If one is to gain from vol¬ 
unteering, it should not come at the expense of others. Teach¬ 
ers who withdraw services from students are sending the wrong 
message. Parents who think teachers owe extracurricular 
events are misinformed. 

The government has forced the issue into an arbitration 
process. I fail to see how shutting down school activities will 
make a difference for teachers at this stage.

New services delivered in new ways 
meet agriculture’s demand for change 


Driven by industry demand, Alberta Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Development (AAFRD) has 
refocused the kind of advisory services it offers 
producers and the way it provides them through 
its Industry Development Sector. Ag Summit 
2000 clearly showed that the Industry Develop¬ 
ment Sector needed to change in order to grow 
the industry to $10 billion in primary produc¬ 
tion and $20 billion in value-added processing 
by 2010. 

The restructured Industry Development Sec¬ 
tor, which is the third of three AAFRD sectors 
to reorganize, will include six divisions devoted 
to business and innovation, processing develop¬ 
ment, agri-food investment, ag-entrepreneur- 
ship, crop diversification and livestock develop¬ 
ment. In addition to the traditional specialists, 
such as crop, beef and forage, five new classes of 
specialists have been developed. These special¬ 
ists will provide producers and processors with 
their expertise in a variety of new areas, includ¬ 
ing business development, technology transfer 
and rural development. These services will be 
delivered through a network of 18 hub offices 
and 16 offices co-located with industry partners, 
as well as 24 points of access. 

Previously, the Industry Development Sector 
employees were located in 51 regional offices and 
Edmonton. 

Negotiations are continuing to provide points 
of access in four communities - Drayton Valley, 
Lac La Biche, Morinville, and Coronation - 
which presently have neither an Industry De¬ 
velopment nor a Ministry presence. As well, a 
co-location in the eastern part of the province is 
under consideration. While the specialists will 
have a provincial focus, AAFRD is willing to 
review specialist coverage of a particular area. 

The new Alberta Ag-Info Centre, launched 
April 2, 2002, will provide toll-free telephone ac¬ 


cess over extended hours to producers anywhere 
in the province through one number, 1-866-882- 
7677. It will operate from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., from 
Monday to Friday with extended hours during 
busy times for producers, such as seeding and 
harvest. The call centre is in addition to web- 
based information that continues to grow in 
popularity with Alberta producers and proces¬ 
sors. 

The Alberta Ag-Info Centre will be staffed by 
resource agents, drawn from the pool of client 
service representatives from across the province, 
and a group of crop, beef and forage specialists. 
If they don’t know the answer, they will be able 
to direct the caller to any one of the specialists 
located across the province. 

No agreement for Alberta in softwood lum¬ 
ber dispute 

After several months of negotiations, talks 
to settle the softwood lumber dispute between 
Canada and the United States broke down March 
21st, 2002. The U.S. Department of Commerce 
found Canadian lumber producers benefit from 
subsidies, and levied a 19.34 percent countervail 
duty on imports of Canadian softwood lumber 
to the U.S. and a 9.67 percent anti dumping duty. 
The Minister of International and Intergovern¬ 
mental Relations, Halvar Jonson, expressed ex¬ 
treme disappointed with the U.S. action. Canada 
has faced these allegations in three previous in¬ 
vestigations, and has successfully defeated the 
allegations each time. Litigation will continue 
through combined efforts between provinces, the 
federal government, and the lumber industry. 
Alberta will assist the federal government in its 
World Trade Organization challenges to the sub¬ 
sidy determinations, and prepare for the North 
American Free Trade Agreement panel review 
of the subsidy determination. 
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Town Council should protect recreational spaces

Re: Proposed Sale of Park 
Space in Westhill Park and 
Westheights Park 

After receiving your letter 
dated April 5th regarding the 
proposed sale of park space 
for residential lots, we at¬ 
tended the Town of Didsbury's 
open house on Tuesday, April 
11th. At that meeting we spoke 
with Mayor Dorothy Moore. 
This letter is a result of that 


discussion. 

The lot on Westhill Cr. that 
you wish to develop is exten¬ 
sively used by the children of 
the neighbourhood to play in. 
It is the only relatively flat 
piece of land in the park for 
pick-up games such as soccer 
and ball hockey. The recrea¬ 
tional needs of neighbour¬ 
hoods children will not 
change over the next genera¬ 
tion. Kids need places to play 


that are close to home. Once 
you sell that park space it is 
gone forever.The most seri¬ 
ous concern that we have is 
that the view of the park and 
playground equipment would 
be severely restricted from 
the street. In the interest of 
having safe parks for our 
children to play in, we think 
it is very important for parks 
to be open to the street view 
as much as possible. Parks 


with a restricted street view 
tend to suffer from vandalism, 
higher incidences of public 
disturbances, and have the 
potential to become areas for 
drug use. We have already 
had incidents of people drink¬ 
ing in the park and smashing 
bottles among the play 
ground equipment. The 
RCMP would have difficulty 
seeing into the park as they 
drive by if there is such a 


small entrance to the park. 

Park space is something 
that we value highly. To sell 
some of it off to generate mon¬ 
ies for other capital recreation 
budgets seems very short 
sighted. We hope that you will 
see the value in keeping all of 
our town's park space free 
from development.

Everyone around us has voted or negotiated an adequate or 
excellent income package, including the salary and benefits of 
the MLAs themselves annually. 

We have no recourse to help ourselves. We can't vote or ne¬ 
gotiate or strike. We are left to find advocates to make a differ¬ 
ence in our situation.

Road Ban Information 


Road Bans on axle group weight restrictions will be placed on County Roads within Mountain View 
County during Spring break up. 

These weight restrictions are expected to be in the amounts of 90% and 75% of the allowable axle group 
weight, excluding the steering axle (c.g., A tandem axle group weighing 17,000 kg travelling on a road 
that is banned at 75% maximum weight would be allowed 12,750 kg for that axle group). 

The County Constable uses portable scales and will be actively enforcing Road Bans. Operators of large- 
trucks using banned roads are responsible to make themselves aware of the axle group weight 
restrictions to avoid prosecution.

Board will lobby province 
about promised money

Public school boards will lobby government to return $50 
million to education funding. 

Ron Fisher, Chinook’s Edge trustee and representative for 
the Public School Board Association (PSBA), said that although 
the provincial government has told boards the $50 million that 
wasn’t paid out during recent teachers’ strikes was put back 
into education, no one can actually find it. 

“We have heard rumours it was moved but we can’t see it,” 
said Fisher. 

“The province has told us the money found its way back to 
into education budgets but officials in the education system 
have agreed that the money can’t be found in the budget,” said 
Fisher. 

Chinook’s Edge Trustees agreed with the PSBA position and 
will support them 100 per cent. 

*Diploma exams are a source of concern among trustees. 
Because of labour action, teachers are withholding their serv¬ 
ices and refusing to mark diploma exams. 

It was reported that long answers would be eliminated from 
exams and trustees feel it to be unfair as short answers and 
multiple choice are no comparison. 

”I’m a strong believer that if you have a concern you should 
express it,” said Roy Brassard, board chair. 

The board will send a letter of concern to the Minister of 
Learning about the validity of exams that have been modified.

Hugh Sutherland 
brings great 
showmanship to 
performance arts 

Teacher makes effort of enhancing 
drama program by offering 
new' courses

Chinooks Edge Board of Trustees were enthusiastic when 
giving Hugh Sutherland approval to implement new pro¬ 
grams in performance arts. The school is looking at intro¬ 
ducing new courses such as technical theatre and stage 
management that will greatly enhance their drama program. 

The proposal must get approval from Alberta Learning 
before they can move ahead but the prospect has education 
officials excited. 

Local Trustee Ian Taylor told Chinooks Edge Board of 
Trustees that the progression is a “wonderful innovation." 
He boasted that Hugh Sutherland has a strong theatre 
background and commended them on their continued dedi¬ 
cation to theatre arts. 

The proposal was spearheaded by Hugh Sutherland 
teacher Pat Christensen. 

She says she has always been a strong believer in the 
promotion of the arts and feels it will make a great contri¬ 
bution to Hugh Sutherland’s programming. 

"It teaches kids creative thinking, cooperative learning 
and communication skills,” she says. “It’s a good addition 
to our drama program. 

Christensen holds a Master of Fine Arts and taught tech¬ 
nical theater at the University of Calgary. She says she is 
excited to bring her expertise to our local education sys¬ 
tem. 


"This is what I do best so when I found out technical 
theatre program existed I was eager to get the ball roll¬ 
ing.” She hopes to adapt programs from schools in Edmon¬ 
ton and Calgary who have similar programs in place. 

Educators feel the new courses will be a dynamic addi¬ 
tion to Hugh Sutherland’s curriculum and a major move 
forward for the local arts scene.

The Calving Season is winding down and it has been 
reasonably successful. No farmer ever says that it has 
gone really well. "Under control." is about the limit of a 
farmers optimism because he knows that no matter what 
problems he has seen so far, there is always something 
new waiting in ambush. 

The success or failure of your calf crop began sev¬ 
eral generations back with the great, great, great, great 
grandparents of your present bulls and cows. We have 
Angus cows, Angus is a mid size cow so we don’t want 
a bull that fathers big babies. A small calf that’s up and 
running is infinitely better than a monster that had 
birthing problems and is too groggy to suck. We keep 
heifers whose mothers calved easily, have nice disposi¬ 
tions and good mothering ability. Ours is a "closed herd" 
and that means that every cow we own, was born on 
the place. 

If everything is normal and the calf is in the proper 
position, that is front legs extended and head between 
the front legs, and if the calf is not too big and the cow 
is big enough and the placenta does not come first and 
if the calfs nose breaks through the membrane so that 
it can breathe and the mother is delighted with her new 
child and the baby gets up and sucks then we have a 
successful birth. But, if the calf is presented in any 
number of wrong ways, that is backwards, neck bent 
so that the head is back, one or both legs bent back, 
and even, rarely but terribly, hip first or sideways, then 
we have a big problem. When this happens the calf has 
to be eased back into the birth canal and manipulated 
into a position that will allow its passage into the world. 
The exception would be a backwards calf, and then you 
just get him out fast because he needs to breathe right 
now. Sometimes the calf is too big and the mother re¬ 
quires assistance. This is a problem made worse by an 
easy winter and the wrong bull. Sometimes there are 
twins and the mother only wants one of them. Little 
Herman is this year's rejected child. We are bottle feed¬ 
ing him and he is very cute but it's an added chore that 
we really didn't need. 

Supposing your calves are all born and the late night 
and early morning checks are behind you and all the 
mamas and babies are frolicking in the sun. Now we 
relax and take a small holiday, right? Wrong. Now we 
check every day for scours. Scours are several kinds of 
horrible diarrhea type diseases that can dehydrate and 
kill a calf in hours. The most effective and expensive 
treatment for this is a few days on intravenous at the 
vets. The Vet is also available to set broken legs when 
a cow steps on a baby during a blizzard. He also stocks 
dried colostrum, vitamin shots, electrolytes, and some¬ 
thing that you can rub on a calf so that his mom will 
like him better. It didn't work very well for us. 

So the green grass has come, nobody has scours, no 
broken legs, ear tags are all in place, the calves are fat 
and sassy and the mamas coats shine with health and 
good food. Now can we relax and just wait for payday. 
Don't be silly. Several years ago on a lovely Summer 
day our cattle were grazing on a hillside when a storm 
came up and one stroke of lightening killed 3 beautiful 
calves. A few years ago neighbors lost 18 calves to a 
cougar. Marauding stray dogs chase them through 
fences, morons on recreational vehicles leave gates open 
and cattle wander onto the road, hunters mistake 2000 
lb cows for 200 lb deer, bulls fight, dislocate their knees 
and pull tendons. 

So, with all the work and worry why do farmers keep 
cattle? Because of the satisfaction in watching them 
grow and thrive, because we are producing something 
real and basic to the needs of mankind, because we like 
cattle, take pleasure in their well being and like to see 
them well cared for. And because we are never bored.

“This is one thing I am most 
proud of.” 

It is with sweet sorrow that 
Chalmers leaves this division, 
its children and the community 
he lives in; he plans to make 
the best of his retirement 
by travelling and working on 
his new home in Calgary where 
he and his wife will reside.

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QUESTION: What is the most common error made by 
parents in disciplining their children? 

DR. DOBSON: 1 would have to say it is the inappro¬ 
priate use of anger in attempting to manage boys and girls. 
It is one of the most ineffective methods of attempting to 
influence human beings (of all ages). 

Unfortunately, most adults rely primarily on their own 
emotional response to secure the cooperation of children. 
One teacher said on a national television program: “I like 
being a professional educator, but I hate the daily task of 
teaching. 

My children are so unruly that I have to stay mad at 
them all the time just to control the classroom.” How ut¬ 
terly frustrating to be required to be mean and angry to 
do your job year after year. 

Yet many teachers (and parents) know of no other way 
to manage children. Believe me, it is exhausting and it 
doesn’t work! 

Consider your own motivational system and your own 
response to the anger of others. 

Suppose you are driving your automobile home from 
work this evening and you exceed the speed limit by 40 
miles per hour. Standing on the street corner is a lone 
police officer who has not been given the means to arrest 
you. He has no squad car or motorcycle; he wears no 
badge, carries no gun and can write no tickets. All he is 
commissioned to do is stand on the curb and scream in¬ 
sults as you speed past. Would you slow down just be¬ 
cause he turns red in the face and shakes his fist in pro¬ 
test? 

Of course not! You might wave to him as you streak by. 
But his anger would achieve little except to make him 
appear comical and foolish. On the other hand, nothing 
influences the way you drive quite like seeing a black- 
and-white vehicle in hot pursuit with red and blue lights 
flashing in your rearview mirror. 

When you pull your car over to the curb, a dignified, 
courteous officer approaches the window. 

He is 6 feet, 9 inches, has a voice like the Lone Ranger, 
and carries a gun on his right hip. 

“Sir,” he says firmly but politely, “our radar unit indi¬ 
cates you were traveling 65 miles per hour in a 25-mile- 
per-hour zone. May I see your driver’s license, please?” 

He opens his leather-bound book of citations and leans 
toward you. 

He has revealed no hostility and offers no criticism, yet 
you immediately go to pieces. You fumble nervously to 
locate the license with that ugly picture on it. Why are 
your hands moist and your mouth dry? Why is your heart 
thumping in your throat? Because the course of action 
that John Law is about to take is notoriously unpleasant. 
It is that action which dramatically affects your future 
driving habits. 

Alas, children think and respond in much the same way 
you do. Disciplinary action influences behavior; anger does 
not. When it comes to boys and girls, in fact, I am con¬ 
vinced that adult anger incites a malignant kind of disre¬ 
spect in their minds. They perceive that our frustration is 
caused by our inability to control the situation. We repre¬ 
sent justice to them, yet we’re on the verge of tears as we 
flail the air with our hands and shout empty threats and 
warnings. 

Let me ask: Would you respect a superior-court judge 
who behaved that way in administering legal justice? Cer¬ 
tainly not. This is why the judicial system is carefully 
designed to appear objective, rational and dignified. I am 
not recommending that parents and teachers conceal their 
legitimate emotions from their children. I am not suggest¬ 
ing that we be like bland and unresponsive robots who 
hold everything inside. There are times when our kids 
become insulting or disobedient and our irritation is en¬ 
tirely appropriate. 

In fact, it should be revealed, or else we appear artifi¬ 
cial and insincere. My point is merely that anger often 
becomes a tool used for the purpose of influencing behavior. 
It is ineffective and can be damaging to the relationship 
between generations. 

Instead, try taking action that your children will care 
about. Then administer it with “cool.”

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Emergency services respond to mock accident 


by Carla Victor 


In small communities, dis¬ 
asters have a good chance of 
hitting home for the men and 
women who respond, protect¬ 
ing the lives and property of 
what may very well be their 
own family and friends. 

A mock disaster conducted 
in the Town of Carstairs, 
April 9, proved that people liv¬ 
ing in Mountain View County 
and its municipalities can 
rest assured they will be well 
taken care of in emergency 
situations. 

For the first time ever, a 
mock disaster tested the abil¬ 
ity of our emergency response 
personnel on a regional level 
- and it was a “great success,” 
said Gary Halfyard. Director 
of Disaster Services. 

The emergency scenario 
consisted of a motor vehicle 
accident involving a car with 
five passengers and an anhy¬ 
drous (an extremely toxic 
chemical) tanker truck with 
only the driver. 

Involved in the planning of 
this disaster were Alberta Dis¬

aster Services, Mayors, coun¬ 
cils and staff of Mountain 
View County and all its mu¬ 
nicipalities. Fire Chiefs from 
Carstairs, Olds, Didsbury and 
Cremona, Carstairs Firefight¬ 
ers’, Mountain View Regional 
Emergency Services, local 
RCMP, Didsbury Search and 
Rescue and Mountain View 
Regional Disaster Services. 

At 11:40 am Carstairs Fire¬ 
fighters were called to the 
scene just north of Carstairs 
on the 2A Highway. Within 15 
minutes of the call, evacua¬ 


tion of a nearby trailer park 
was started. Barely one hour 
later the official “stand down” 
was called on a successful 
operation. 

“From my point of view it 
was a success and such a 
learning experience for every¬ 
one involved,” said Mike 
White, Carstairs Fire Chief. 
What many people don't real¬ 
ize is emergency personnel re¬ 
sponding to tragedies in small 
communities have a higher 
level of stress than if they 
were working in a large ur¬ 


ban centre where they might 
not know anyone in the com¬ 
munity. 

All the personnel involved 
in this training exercise han¬ 
dled it beautifully, said White. 

“The players here all have 
a vested interest in the out¬ 
come. At a time like this many 
of the people called out to 
take care of the emergency 
are leaving their family at 
home, with no one to protect 
them.” 

Planners of this exercise 
will review the events of the 


emergency drill, note good 
aspects of the way emergency 
crews responded and identify 
any areas that need to be re¬ 
viewed and revised. 

Although a mock disaster 
this extensive was the first of 
its kind in this area, it will 
not be the last, said Halfyard. 
This will be an exercise that 
will be rotated throughout 
the county in all the munici¬ 
palities. 

“Every community has a 
disaster services officer. Each 
mock disaster will give them 
the opportunity to experience 
an emergency first hand." 
said Halfyard. 

"Making decisions isn t 
bad, but when they come in a 
cluster its hard to fire off an¬ 
swers all at once and address 
and prioritize all the re¬ 
quests.” 

This exercise will be con¬ 
sidered a complete sucess, de¬ 
spite any minor mistakes. 

"We have achieved what we 
set out to do,” said Halfyard. 

“Everyone involved per¬ 
formed their duty and we 
learned a great deal."

Carstairs 
Councilors were not 
surprised when the 
2001 financial state¬ 
ment revealed a 
$153,446 deficit - the 
second year Carstairs 
has run into debt. 

The shortfall in 
budgeting was due to 
unforeseen money di¬ 
rected to large capital 
projects such as the 
new arena and to 
sewer line installa¬ 
tion. 

Mayor Dais says 
that expenditures on 
these items could not 
be deferred to next 
year. 

“It was money we 
needed to spend right 
away to keep projects 
rolling.” He says 
when dealing with 
capital projects of this 
scope it is not uncom¬ 
mon to run over 
budget. 

Carstairs was also 
forced to purchase a 
new street sweeper 
and fire truck that 
were big expenses to 
the municipality. 

“We are not in a po¬ 
sition that would 
cause us great finan¬ 
cial concern,” said 
Mayor Richard Dais 
after reviewing the 
audit. 

“We are in a posi¬ 
tion that is manage¬ 
able and we are not 
over extended. We 
still have room to bor¬ 
row and room the 
carry debt.” 

Although Carstairs 
is in a reasonable 
monetary position, fi¬ 
nancial advisor Don 
Rutherford says it’s 
time for Carstairs to 
deal with the issue of 
debt. Carstairs’ long 
term debt has doubled 
as they have taken on 
new debentures. 

“Your debt limit 
has increased sub¬ 
stantially and it is 
time to cut back on 
debt before it becomes 
a problem.” 

The province re¬ 
quires that munici¬ 
palities do not carry 
debt over three years 
so it is imperative 
that Carstairs budg¬ 
ets for surplus in 
2002 . 

Carstairs is in the 
process of drawing up 
the 2002 budget. 

This year they will 
cut back expenses and 
raise taxes to recover 
money. 

Although 2002 will 
be a tighter fiscal 
year with more money 
directed at expenses, 
officials are optimistic 
about their financial 
future. 

“We have done all of 
the major upgrades 
and improvements

No fly zone for Sundre will be enforced during 6-8 


Olds/Didshiny won ’/ be shut down entirely but will face restrictions while world leaders meet

Sundre Airport will be 
in a no fly zone during 
the G8 Summit, June 25- 
28. 

A notice to airmen, 
sent April 14. informed 
pilots of air restrictions 
that will be in effect dur¬ 
ing the Summit. 

Restricted air space is 
needed for the security of 
the G8 Summit for the 
surrounding population 
in Alberta and B.C. and 
for the safe operation 
and management of air 
traffic within the sum¬ 
mit area. 

This is a serious re¬ 
striction that all pilots 
are strongly advised to 
follow, said Capt. David 
Sullivan, spokesperson 
for G8 Summit National 
Defence in Ottawa. 

“The Government of 
Canada will take the 
steps to enforce air space 
restrictions for the G8 
Summit and any unau¬ 
thorized aircraft operat¬ 
ing within or attempting 
to enter this restricted 
airspace will be inter¬ 
cepted, and if necessary 
be forced down, by 
armed aircraft,” said 
Sullivan. 

In regards to rules of 
engagement, officials 
won’t discuss specifics 
but there will be a 
graduated approach in 
dealing with any unau¬ 
thorized aircraft operat¬ 
ing within or attempting 
to enter this airspace 
and they will be forced 
down, said Sullivan. 

Tony Martens, assist¬ 
ant commissioner for 
Mountain View County 
and administrator for 
the Sundre District Air¬ 
port said they will be 


closed down completely 
during the G-8 Summit. 

“The federal govern¬ 
ment has shut down two 
airports totally, for a 
maximum of four days, 
ours and Springbank,” 
said Martens. 

He said although 


Olds/Didsbury airport 
won’t be shut down en¬ 
tirely, there will be re¬ 
strictions on which di¬ 
rection you can fly. 

Martens said because 
there are no landing fees 
at Sundre this shut 
down won’t be anything 


more than an inconven¬ 
ience.

Area minor ball players are 
ready to step up to the plate. 

With the hosting of a ball 
clinic by the Olds Minor Ball 
Association this past weekend, 
the minor ball season has offi¬ 
cially commenced. 

In total 40 players from 
Didsbury, Olds and Bowden at¬ 
tended the clinic under the di¬ 
rection of Baseball Canada 
coaches Harold Northcott, of 
Caroline, and Darcy Warwa, of 
Calgary. Northcott is no 
stranger to area baseball fans 
and players as he has coached 
and played ball for several years 
and is currently Team Canada 
Pitching Coach, while Warwa 
has played college baseball in 
the United States and is Team 
Alberta Canada Games pitch¬ 
ing Coach. 

According to Olds Minor 
Ball Association president, 
Ernie Olson, the clinic was well 
attended considering this was 
the first time the association 
held a clinic with national 
coaches in attendance. 

“Both Northcott and Warwa 
are very knowledgeable about 
the game and relate well to the 
players,” said Olson. 

“We were very fortunate to 
have instructors of this calibre 


at the clinic,” added Olson, not¬ 
ing he was pleased with the 
turn-out. 

During the two-day clinic, all 
aspects about the game, catch¬ 
ing, throwing, fielding, hitting 
and base running were included 
in the instruction. 

Weather permitting, Olson 
indicated league play in the 
Chinook Baseball League, the 
Rockyview Baseball League and 
the Wild Rose Fastball League 
should commence on May 1, 
2002 . 

The Chinook Baseball 
League includes teams from 
Carstairs, Didsbury, Olds, 
Bowden, Innisfail, Sundre, 
Caroline and Rocky Mountain 
House, while the Rockyview 
Baseball League fields competi¬ 
tive teams from Carstairs, 
Crossfield, Airdrie, Calgary, 
Okotoks, Beiseker, Irricanna 
and Strathmore. The Wild Rose 
Fastball League has teams from 
Airdrie, Crossfield, Carstairs, 
Didsbury, Olds, Bowden and 
Innisfail. 

Besides fielding teams from 
Mites on through to Midgets in 
the Chinook Baseball League, 
Olds will also field a Midget 
team in the Rockyview Baseball 
League. 

“Because the Rockyview 
Baseball League is more com¬ 


petitive and offers the opportu¬ 
nity for the players to improve 
their skills through tougher 
competition, the minor ball as¬ 
sociation felt it was in the best 
interest of our older players to 
enter Ihe Midget team in both 
leagues,” Olson said. 

“The intense competition in 
the Rockyview Baseball League 
will better prepare the Midget 
team for the upcoming Midget 
A provincials being hosted by 
Olds in July,” Olson added. 

Although the official regis¬ 
tration has yet to be confirmed, 
Olson noted interest in baseball 
and fastball has increased in 
the area over the past few years. 

Like all minor sports, minor 
ball has seen periods of growth 
and decline over the years and 
Olson is pleased the sport is on 
the upswing. 

“We are offering the players 
different opportunities as the 
younger players play in the 
Chinook Baseball League 
which is basically a house 
league and the older players 
have the opportunity of play¬ 
ing competitive ball in the 
Rockyview Baseball League,” 
Olson said. Olson also indi¬ 
cated the older girls playing 
Midget fastball have the oppor¬ 
tunity of playing in the Red 
Deer Ladies League.
